Instead,  the  council  is  recommending  a  more  li¬ 
mited  research  effort  aimed  at  exploring  likely 
weak  links  in  strategic  defense  systems.

Reagan’s  earlier  plan  was  to  bring 
the  deficit  down  to  $100  billion  within 
three  years. 

While  Reagan  has  assigned  a  high 
priority  to  tax  simplification  and 
budget  cuts,  the  lawmakers  told  him 
spending  reductions  must  come  first. 

Sen.  Bob  Packwood,  R-Ore. ,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Senate  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee,  said  the  treasury  secretary  “was 
quite  amenable  to  the  feeling  we  had 
to  go  ahead  with  the  spending  cuts 
first.  The  president,  by  and  large  lis¬ 
tened,  did  not  specifically  respond 
one  way  or  the  other.” 

Describing  Reagan’s  meeting  with 
more  than  20  lawmakers  seated 
around  a  long  rectangular  t&ble  in  the 
Cabinet  Room,  Packwood  said  the 
message  was  clear  and  firm. 


“The  uniform  advice  to  the  presi¬ 
dent  from  everybody  there,  as  we 
went  around  the  room:  ‘Spending 
cuts,  spending  cuts,  spending  cuts, 
and  then,  Mr.  President,  after  we’ve 
tackled  that,  after  we’ve  tried  and 
hopefully  succeeded,  let’s  look  at  the 
tax  reform  bill,’  ”  the  senator  re¬ 
counted. 

Packwood  said,  “I  think  you  can  get 
both  a  spending-cut  package  and  a 
tax-reform  bill  by  the  first  of  August,, 
but  I  fear  if  you  put  the  tax  reform 
•  first  or  put  it  simultaneously,  you 
drain  off  so  much  support  from  the 
spending  cuts  that  you  don’t  get  the 
spending  cuts.”' 

•  A  tax  revision  proposal  drafted  by 
the  Treasury  Department  would  eli- 
’  minate  most  deductions,  except  mort¬ 
gage  interest,  and  impose  a  maximum 
tax  rate  of  35  percent.  Reagan  has 
indicated  general  approval  of  the  plan 


but  has  not  endorsed  it  finally. 

Sen.  John  Heinz,  R-Pa. ,  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee, '  said  the 
budget  package,  with  deep  cuts  in 
some  programs  and  outright  elimina¬ 
tion  of  others,  will  produce  “many 
loud  screams  from  a  lot  of  places. 

“I  would  predict  we  will  not  see  a 
Treasury  and/or  White  House  tax  bill 
for  at  least  two,  maybe  three, 
months,”  Heinz  said.  “Indeed,  I  will 
predict  that  the  administration  will 
not  send  us  a  bill  until  after  the  spend¬ 
ing  cut  decisions  have  been  made  by 
the  Senate  and  maybe  by  the  entire 
Congress.” 

Reporting  on  the  meeting,  Sen.; 
John  Danforth,  R-Mo.,  said,  “Sen. 
Heinz  said  that  tax  simplification  was 
like  motherhood,  and  I  said,  ‘If  tax 
simplification  is  like  motherhood,  I 
think  there’re  a  lot  of  people  in  the 
country  who  are  interested  in  mug¬ 
ging  Mom..’  ”

breakthroughs,”  the  study  says,  “without  un¬ 
leashing  a  crash  program  of  questionable  value  and 
astounding  Cost.” 

The  Council  on  Economic  Priorities  identifies  it¬ 
self  as  “a  non-profit  organization  established  to  dis¬ 
seminate  unbiased  and  detailed  information  on  the 
practices  of  U.S.  corporations.”  The  organization, 
publishes  three  to  six  studies  a  year. 

William  Hartung,  one  of  the  authors  of  the  re¬ 
port,  said  the  New  York-based  public  policy  re¬ 
search  group  specializes  in  studying  the  economic 
impact  of  milit|fy  spending.  It  is  financed  by, dona¬ 
tions,  foundation  grants  and  memberships,  he  said. 

Many  millions  of  people  would  be  killed  if  even  a 
small  number  of  nuclear  missiles  evades  a  defense 
system,  and  a  multi-layered  approach  would  have 
to  be  taken  to  build  a  “leak  proof’  defense,  the 
study  says.  » 

Each  of  the  layers  would  need  independent  sen¬ 
sors,  weapons  and  control  systems,  and  would  have 
to  be  defended  themselves  against  attack  from  nuc¬ 
lear,  laser  or  conventional  weapons. 

Over  the  next  five  years,  the  report  says,  Star 


Wars  research  money  would  be  spent  in  four  major 
technical  areas: 

—  Surveillance,  acquisition,  tracking  and  kill 
assessment  —  the  eyes  and  ears  of  a  battle.  $10.5 
billion. 

—  Directed  Energy  Weapons  —  research  on 
four  possible  approaches  to  defense  against  mis¬ 
siles,  including  chemical  lasers,  neutron  particle 
beams  and  nuclear  X-ray  lasers.  $5.9  billion. 

—  Kinetic  energy  weapons  —  “smart”  weapons 
that  could  destroy  a  ballistic  missile  in  flight,  poss¬ 
ibly  by  rockets  fired  from  space-based  hyper- 
velocity  guns.  $5.9  billion. 

—  Systems  Analysis  and  Battle  Management  — 
development  of  a  responsive,  reliable,  survivable 
and  cost-effective  system  to  direct  the  defense,  and 
a  second  function  termed  a  “sanity  check”  on  the 
other  layers.  $1.1  billion. 

In  a  fifth  area,  support  programs,  $1.9  billion 
would  be  spent  by  the  end  of  the  decade.  Support 
programs  would  focus  on  predicting  the  minimum 
energy  required  to  destroy  Soviet  systems  in  all 
possible  engagement  scenarios.

Ron  Lafferty  was  ruled  incompe¬ 
tent  Monday  to  proceed  ip  his  trial 
and  has  been  remanded  to  the  Utah 
State  Hospital  for  further  observa¬ 
tions. 

“At  this  time  .  .  .  (Lafferty)  lacks 
the  competency  to  understand  the 
charges  against,  him  .  .  .  lacks  the 
ability  to  assist  counsel  in  his  defense 
or  realistically  act  as  his  own  de¬ 
fense,”  said  4th  District  Judge  J. 
Robert  Bullock. 

Lafferty  will  be  returned  to  court 
on  April  4  for  a  rehearing  of  the  mat¬ 
ter,  Bullock  said.  He  could  be  re¬ 
turned  sooner,  however,  upon  a  mo¬ 
tion  through  his  attorney,  the  state’s 
attorney  or  determination  from  the 
state  hospital  deeming  him  compe¬ 
tent  to  proceed. 

Wayne  Watson,  chief  Utah  County 
deputy  attorney,  said  he  called  Laf¬ 
ferty  and  four  doctors  from  the  state 
hospital  to  testify  during  the  proceed¬ 
ings.  “I  wanted  to  be  sure  we  were 
Operating  on  the  same  definition  of 
Competency,”  he  said. 

Although  the  hearing  was  closed  to 
the  public  and  media,  it  was  opened 
while  Bullock  made  his  ruling.  No  ex¬ 
planation  was  given  for  the  closure. 

Lafferty  has  been  charged  with  six 
felony  counts,  including  the  July  24 
slayings  of  his  sister-in-law  and  niece. 
His  brother  Dan  Lafferty  was  also 
charged  with  the  murders  and  was 
convicted  earlier  this  month. 

Dan  Lafferty  was  denied  the  death 
penalty  by  the  12-member  jury  but 
was  given  several  concurrent  sent¬ 
ences,  including  two  terms  for  the 


duration  of  his  life. 

Charged  with  the  brothers  were 
Ricky  Martin  Knapp  and  Charles 
“Chip”  Carnes.  Knapp  and  Carnes 
pleaded  guilty  to  three  of  the  lesser 
charges  and  are  expecting  the  state  to 
drop  the  other  charges  in  exchange 
for  their  testimonies  against  the  Laf- 
fertys. 

Both  men  testified  for  the  state 
against  Dan  Lafferty  and  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  testify  against  Ron  Laffer¬ 
ty.  Each  was  sentnced  to  three  con¬ 
secutive  5-year-to-life  terms. 

A  motion  for  sentence  review  has 
been  filed  for  Carnes,  said  Thomas 
Patton,  Carnes’  attorney.  The  review 
is  to  request  the  consecutive  sent¬ 
ences  be  made  concurrent  and  the 
pending  charges  be  dropped,  he  said. 
No  motions  have  been  filed  for 
Knapp. 

Watson  and  Richard  Johnson, 
court-appointed  attorney  for  Laffer¬ 
ty,  said  they  expected  Lafferty  would 
be  brought  to  trial.  Watson  refused  to 
speculate  when  the  trial  might  be  but 
said,  “the- state  would  like’ to  have  him 
tried  before  late  spring.” 

Bullock  told  the  court  Lafferty’s 
admittance  to  the  hospital  was  not 
necessarily  permanent.  According  to 
the  doctor’s  reports,  there  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  improvement  since  three 
weeks  ago  when  Lafferty’s  evalua¬ 
tions  began,  Bullock  said. 

The  doctors  were  reluctant  to  pre¬ 
dict  a  time  when  the  defendant  would 
become  competent,  Bullock  said.  He 
added,  however,  “The  court  has  the 
distinct  impression  that  there  is  very 
reasonable  probability  that  the  defen¬ 
dant  will  in  the  near  future  become 
competent  to  proceed  under  the  law.” 


Y  election  rules 
sustain  revisions 


on  campaigning

Students  seeking  elected  positions 

ASBYU  should  take  note  of  two 
major  revisions  in  election  rules. 

According  to  Randy  Neal,  elections 
committee  chairman,  the  amount  of 
money  a  candidate  can  spend  on  his 
campaign  will  be  based  on  a  value 
ilimit  rather  .than  a  spending  scale, 
(and  public  campaigning  cannot  begin 
i  until  after  an  official  declaration  of  the 
?  [nominations  takes  place. 

Previously,  candidates  were 
it  allowed  a  spending  limit  for  their 
campaign,  said  Neal.  “Candidates 
had  to  fit  their  expenses  into  compli¬ 
cated  categories  —  bought,  usable 
and  discarded.”  The  new  value  limit 
system  makes  the  auditing  process 
much  easier  for  both  auditors  and 
candidates. 

The  value  system  also  monitors 
items  such  as  gifts  which  must  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  $750  value  limit  allowed 
to  the  presidential  and  executive  vice- 
presidential  candidates,  and  the  $400 
value  limit  allowed  to  other  vice- 


presidential  candidates. 

The  value  of  all  materials  used  in 
campaigns  —  posters,  pizza,  parties 
—  must  be  within  the  candidates’  spe¬ 
cified  value  limit,  Neal  said.  Any  fines 
a  candiate  may  aquire  due  to  election 
rule  violations  will  be  subtracted  from 
the  value  limit  allowed. 

Campaigning  prior  to  the  official 
declaration  of  nominations  by  the 
elections  committee  is  also  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  new  election  rules,  he  said. 
Candidates  are  only  permitted  to  tell 
their  friends  or  close  associates  of 
their  intention  to  run  for  an  office  be¬ 
fore  this  event.  This  revision,  howev¬ 
er,  will  only  eliminate  half  a  day  of 
campaigning. 

The  elections  committee,  newly  en¬ 
dowed  with  the  power  to  issue  cita¬ 
tions  for  election  violations,  will  take 
a  more  active  role  in  enforcing  cam¬ 
paign  regulations,  said. Neal. 

The  first  meeting  to  discuss  elec¬ 
tion  rules  with  registered  candidates 
will  be  held  Wednesday  night  at  7:30 
in  room  205  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Law  Building.

Union  president  at  Geneva  resigns

The  union  president  at  Geneva  said  Monday  he 
will  quit  his  job  at  the  plant  when  his  term  expires 
this  spring. 

Dennis  Holdaway,  president  of  United  Steel 
Workers  of  America  Local  2701,  said  he  is  quitting 
his  job  at  Geneva  and  will  look  for  employment  with 
a  “nice,  stable  company  with  a  future.” 

After  18  years  at  the  Orem  plant,  Holdaway  de¬ 
cided  to  leave  Geneva  and  start  over.  He  said  there 
was  no  purpose  in  staying.  “I’m  a  pipe  fitter  by 
trade.  I  haven’t  worked  as  one  for  two  years  now.” 

Holdaway  said  he  was  reduced  to  a  janitorial 
position  and  decided  he  would  never  work  as  a  pipe 


fitter  again  at  Geneva.  “I’d  stay  if  I  thought  I  could 
work  my  trade  and  retire.  But  I  don’t  think  I’d  be 
able  to  work  long  enough  at  Geneva  to  retire.” 

The  outspoken  advocate  for  modernization  and 
higher  tariffs  will  not  only  leave  both  jobs  as  labor¬ 
er  and  union  official,  but  he  will  also  become  inac¬ 
tive  in  the  Citizens  Coalition  to  Save  Geneva  and 
American  Jobs. 

Eddie  Friant,  vice-president  of  the  coalition,  said 
she  is  disappointed.  “He’s  been  great  to  work  with, 
but  I  can’t  blame  him  for  leaving.  He  has  to  do  what 
he  has  to  do.” 

The  union  president  said  the  unstable  future  of 
the  plant  makes  it  imperative  that  he  seek  an 
alternative  employer.  Holdaway  questions  Gene¬ 
va’s  future  because  of  minimal  investments  toward 


modernization,  he  said. 

However,  Jack  Bollow,  public  affairs  manager  of 
U.S.  Stoel’sMountain  States  area,  denied  Hold- 
away’s  claim  that  U.S.  Steel  has  not  invested 
money  for  significant  modernization  programs  and 
said  the  company  has  reinvested  profits  into  Gene¬ 
va  works  specifically  toward  modernization. 

Bollow  said  the  amount  of  modernization  de¬ 
pends  on  market  demands. 

Holdaway’s  announcement  came  at  a  time  of 
mounting  publicity  about  the'  future  of  the  steel 
industry  in  Utah  Valley.  Provo  recently  organized 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  long-  and  short-term 
effects  a  closure  would  have  on  the  community.  A 
private  study  by  a  BYU  professor  has  concluded 
that  Geneva  is  on  the  chopping  block. 
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Deer  won't  be  fed  this  winter

Recent  winter  storms  and  freezing  temperatures 
will  not  bring  a  1985  deer  feeding  program  to  Utah, 
according  to  a  state  wildlife  official. 

William  Geer,  acting  director  to  the  division  of 
wildlife  resources,  said that  feeding  big  game  anim¬ 
als  is  riot  good  wildlife  management  under  normal 
circumstances  and  that  last  year’s  winter  was  not 
considered  normal. 

Even  with  all  of  the  Snow  that  has  hit  the  area, 
there  have  not  been  the  emergency  conditions  that 
would  warrant  a  big  game  feeding  program  such  as 
last  year,  said  Geer. 

Kevin  Cherry,  a  conservation  officer  for  central 
Utah  County,  said,  “The  deer  are  in  great  shape 
this  year.  The  sun ,  has  melted  the  snow  on  the 


benches  to  a  level  where  the  deer  can  get  to  plenty 
of  food.” 

This  year’s  deer  herd  is  smaller  than  last  year’s, 
according  to  Cherry.  The  Department  of  Wildlife 
Management  has  not  received  many  complaints  of 
deer  feeding  in  the  lower  elevations  and  disturbing 
property. 

Most  of  the  complaints  this  year  dealing  with  big 
game  are  about  the  elk  herd. 

The  elk  herd  is  very  healthy,  and  it  is  easier  for 
them  to  look  for  food  in  farmers’ haystacks  than  to 
find  food  in  their  natural  mountain  habitat,  Cherry 
said. 

Wildlife  Management  has  several  ways  to  deal 
with  the  problem,  A  couple  of  those  involve  using 
noise  devices  to  scare  the  elk  back  into  the  hills,  and 
building  electronic  fences  to  keep  the  animals  from-

Y  swim  teams  take  first 


Netters  fall  in  Invitational 


in  weekend's  dual  meets

The  Olympians  were  expected  to  be  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  BYU  swim  team  —  a  reputation  they 
proved  to.be  true  in  their  last  meet.  Both  the  men’s 
and  the1  women’s  teams  posted  straight  victories 
Friday  and  Saturday. 

The  men’s  team  is  led  by  Olympians  Ronald 
Menezes,  Jin  Teik  Oon  and  David  Lim.  Menezes  is  a . 
Brazilian  Olympian  who  placed  9th  in  the  400-yard 
freestyle  relay  at  Los  Angeles.  He  has  competed  at 
BYU  for  the  past  three  years.  Oon  and  Lim  are 
both  freshman  who  represented  Singapore  in  the 
Olympics. 

Friday  and  Saturday  the  Cougars  used  their 
Olympians  well  in  posting  a  75-38  victory  against 
Air  Force  and  a  70-41  victory  against  Washington: 

Menezes,  Oon  and  Lim  all  won  their  individual 
events  in  record-setting  style. 

Menezes  won  the  50  and  the  100-yard  freestyle 
sprints.  He  posted  his  best  time  in  the  50-yard 
freestyle  against  the  Huskies.  “His  time  of  20.76: 
seconds  makes  him  the  6th-fastest  man  in  the  na¬ 
tion  this  year,”  said  BYU  coach  Tim  Powers.  Oon 
won  the  200-yarc(  freestyle  and  the  200-yard 
breaststroke. 

Lim  set  a  school  record  against  Air  F orce  in  the 
200-yard  backstroke.  Lim’s  time  of  1:52.46  places 
him  5th  in  the  nation  in  the  event,  said  Powers. 

Besides  the  top  performances  by  the  Olympians, 

■  the  200-yard  medley  relay  team  consisting  of  Lim, 
Ted  Paulsen,  Steve  doman  and  Paul  Johnson 
climbed  to  the  8th  spot  in  the  NCAA  ahead  of 
perennial  powers  such  as  Cal-Berkley  and  USC. 

Another  top  perfomer  for  the  Cougars  was  J ohn- 
son.  Johnson  is  a  member  of  the  8th-place  relay 
team  and  placed  second  aginst  Air  Force  in  the 
200-yard  butterfly.  Johnson  tried  to  overcome  a 
slow  start  by  mounting  a  furious  rally  with  50  yards 
to  go.  Coming  from  three  body  lengths  behind  he 
finished  second  by  a  fraction  of  a  second  to  the  Air 
Force  swimmer. 

“We  are  very  pleased.  .  .  .  We  are  where  I 
thought  we  would  be  at  this  point  in  the  season,” 
said  Powers.  The  win  against  the  Huskies  marks 
only  the  second  time  in  two  years  the  Huskies  have 
been  beaten  in  a  dual  meet,  both  coming  at  the 
hands  of  BYU. 

The  women  swimmers  also  had  an  outstanding 
weekend  posting  victories  against  Air  Force 
Academy  and  the  University  of  Montana  Friday 
night,  and  the  University  of  Washington  Saturday. 
The  Cougars  were  led  by  senior  Melanie  Rile  and 
freshman  standouts  Tristen  Baker  and  Florence 
Christensen. 

Rile  is  a  Cougar  All- America  and  a  senior  nation¬ 
al  finalist.  She  won  the  200-yard  backstroke  Friday 
night  and  the  200-yard  individual  medley,  the  500- 
yard  freestyle  and  was  a  member  of  the  winning 
400-yard  freestyle  relay  Saturday.  Rile  holds  the 
school  record  in  the  500  freestyle.  Her  time  Satur¬ 
day  is  the  second  fastest  at  BYU. 

Baker  is  a  national  star  in  diving.  At  the  U.S.. 


Rich  Bohne  and  Andy  Noorda  of 
the  BYU  men’s  tennis  team  managed 
the  only  win  in  the  doubles  consola¬ 
tion  round  in  the  Adidas  Tennis  In-  . 
vitational  in  La  Quinta,  Calif. 

Bohne  and  Noorda  defeated  Jim 
Foster  and  Gary  Germain,  6-2,  6-2. 
However,  the  Cougar  tandem  fell 
prey  to  injuries  in  the  next  round 
when  Bohne  hurt  his  arm  and  Noorda 
got  a  sore  foot.  They  lost  both  games 
by  default. 


In  other  doubles  consolation  action, 
Dave  Harkness  and  Rob  Fought  defe¬ 
ated  Craig  Poulsen  and  Dick  Bohr- 
nstedt  by  default.  In  the  next  match,  ; 
however,  they  lost  to  Brad  Pierce  and 
Jay  Richmond  7-5,  7-5. 


BYU  coach  Larry  Hall  lost  to  USC 
coach  Ricky  Leach  7-5,  6-3. 

The  Cougar  netters  next  face  Utah 
State  Saturday  in  BYU’s  indoor  ten-  ' 
nis  courts. 
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A  member  of  the  BYU  women's  swim  team  competes  in  the  backstroke  Saturday  against 
Washington.  The  Lady  Cougars  posted  victories  against  three  schools  over  the  weekend;  Air 
Force,  Montana  and  Washington. 


Olympic  trials  she  placed  6th  on  the  3-meter  board. 
Baker  also  placed  4th  on  the  3-meter  at  the  indoor 
nationals.  Last  weekend  she  took  top  honors'  both 
days  op  the  1  and  the  3-meter  boards.  Baker’s 
nearest  competitors  were  all  from  BYU.  Monica. 
Peck  and 'Debbie  Stubbs  alternated  taking  second 
and  third  places. 

Freshman  sprinter  Christensen  is  a  hometown 
recruit.

Tracksters  overwhelm  competition 
but  fail  to  qualify  for  championships

Qualifying  for  a  national  track  championship  can 
be  a  herculean  task  for  a  college  athlete.  He  must 
not  only  beat  the  clock  and  competition,  but  his 
environment  as  well. 

BYU  track  athletes  are  no  exception  to  this 
observation.  In  a  recent  meet  at  the  Smith  Field- 
house,  the  men’s  and  women’s  track  teams  over¬ 
whelmed  their  competition,  but  failed  to  qualify 
anyone  for  the  NCAA  track  championships  sche¬ 
duled  for  later  this  year. 

The  meet,  however,  was  not  without  its  heroes. 

In  the  women’s  competition,  BYU  distance  star, 
Aisling  Molloy  set  a  school  record  in  the  600-yard 
run  with  a  time  of  1 :23. 98.  She  eclipsed  the  old  mark 
by  almost  two  seconds. 

Earlier  in  the  week,  women’s  coach  Craig  Poole 
had  predicted  the  breaking,  of  the  mark. 

In  addition  to  Aisling’s  record-breaking  perform¬ 
ance,  several  other  girls  had  personal  bests. 


according  to  Poole.  “We  had  a  really  good  meet,”  he 
said.  “We  recorded  some  very  good  times.” 

Other  winners  for  BYU  were  Laura  Zaugg  in  the 
shot  put  and  long  jump,  Susan  Devries  in  the  55- 
meter  hurdles  and  Angela  Bridgemart  in  the  55- 
meter  run.  : 

In  men’s  competition,  the  Cougar’s  came  close  to 
qualifying  one  athlete  in  the  shot  put.  Lars  Sundin 
put  of  50  feet  and  'A  inch  was  enough  to  qualify  him 
forthe  NCAA’s,  but  irregularities  in  the  preliminar¬ 
ies  invalidated  his  effort.

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Freshman  athlete 
helps  pentathlon 
thrive  at  BYU

Beginning  with  the  first  recorded 
Olympic  Games,  dedicated  athletes 
have  trained  for  the  right  to  be 
crowned  the  world’s  greatest  athlete. 
In. the  708  B.C.  Olympics,  the  pen¬ 
tathlon  was  the  vehicle  by  which 
these  athletes  endeavored  to  lay 
claim  to  that  honor. 

In  modern  times,  the  10-event  de¬ 
cathlon  has  replaced  the  five-event 
pentathlon  as  the  ultimate  athletic 
event  for  men. 

Then,  in  1924,  the  International 
Olympic  Committee  adopted  a  five- 
■  event  competition'  for  women  and 
named  it  the  pentathlon.  Since  then 
women  have  competed  in  the  pentath¬ 
lon  at  all  levels.  • 

At  BYU  the  pentathlon  is  thriving, 
partially  because  of  newcomer  Laura 
Zaugg. 

A  1984  graduate  of  Clearfield  High 
School,  Zaugg  is  no  stranger  to  track 
and  field.  At  last  year’s  Utah  high 
school  track  finals,  she  won  the  300- 
meter  hurdles  in  a  state  record  time  of 
44.14. 

After  a  summer  of  competing  in 
two  national  meets,  Zaugg  decided  to 
come  to  BYU  on  a  track  scholarship. 
Six  other  schools,  including  the  Uni¬ 


versity  of  Utah,  Utah  State  and  We¬ 
ber  State,  had  recruited  her.  Zaugg 
said  the  women’s  track  coach,  Craig 
Poole,  had  a  lot  to  do  with  her  coming 
to  BYU. 

“She  could  be  the  most  valuable 
person  on  this  team  depending  on  how 
well  she  performs  this  year,”  Poole 
said. 

Poole  added  that  last  week  Zaugg 
scored  3,400  points  in  her  first  pen¬ 
tathlon,  in  a  meet  in  Idaho,  despite 
recent  surgery  on  her  foot. 

The  surgery  came  after  she  com¬ 
peted  in  the  two  summer  meets.  “I 
ran  in  the  junior  nationals  in  L.  A.  and 
the  youth  nationals  here  at  BYU,” 
she  said.  • 

Her  14th-place  finish  in  the  hep¬ 
tathlon  at  the  junior  nationals  was 
disappointing,  but  she  made  up  for  ft 
at  the  youth  nationals  in  Provo.  Run¬ 
ning  in  familiar  surroundings,  Zaugg 
won  the  400-meter  hurdles,  placed 
fourth  in  the  heptathlon  and  fifth  in 
the  100-meter  hurdles. 

Zaugg  said  the  heptathlon,  which 
consists  of  seven  events,  is  her  event 
outdoors.  The  current  indoor  season, , 
however,  means  the  pentathlon  for 
Zaugg,  where  she  competes  in  the 
long  jump,  the  shot  put,  hurdles,  high 
jump  and  800-meter

With  the  WAC  wrestling  tournament  a  little 
more  than  two  months  away,  the  BYU  wrestlers 
are  busy  preparing  themselves  to  defend,  their 
crown.

Against  Montana  State  they  waltzed  to  a  31-11 
victory,  and  in  the  Mountain  Intercollegiate 
Wrestling  Tournament  they  finished  fifth  in  the 
16-team  field..  The  Montana  State  win  upped  the 
Cougars’  record  to  6-4  in  dual  meet  action. 

At  both  meets  B  YU’s  nationally  ranked  heavy¬ 
weight  Henry  Williams  was  missed.  Ranked  15th 
in  the  nation,  Williams  twisted  his  knee  in  prac¬ 
tice  the  night  before  the  first  match.  Unable  to. 


wrestle,  Williams  was  replaced  by  freshman 
Scott  Christensen.  The  inexperienced  freshman 
was  pinned  by  Montana  State’s  Lomiie  Burt  two 
and  a  half  minutes  into  the  match. 

Williams’  injury  caused  Coach  Alan  Albright 
to  say  he  wished  the  team  could  go  into  a  tourna¬ 
ment  healthy  just  once  this  season,  Williams 
could  be  out  as  long  as  a  week. 

Assistant  Coach  Mark  Fuller  said  Williams’ 
injury  was  not  really  serious.  “A  lot  depends  on 
his  rehabilitation  this  week,”  he  said. 

In  the  118  pound  division,  BYU’s  Chris  Brown 
upped  his  record  to  18-3  by  outscoring  Montana 
State’s  David  Jones  7-4. 

At  the  Mountain  Intercollegiate  Wrestling 
Tournament,  Williams  was  missing  again.  The 
team,  however,  wasn’t  as  helpless  as  the 
Cougars  topped  11  of  the  16  teams  in  the  tourna¬ 
ment. 


Chris  Humphreys  was  the  Cougars’  top  wrest¬ 
ler.  He  won  the  142  pound  division  by  beating  his 
University  of  Wyoming  rival. 

“He  was  outstanding,”  said  Fuller.  “The 
Wyoming  wrestler  beat  him  before,  but  Chris 
was  up  for  him  this  time. ” 

BYU’s  Ron  Hansen  was  a  third-place  finisher 
at  190,  and  Chris  Brown,  at  118,  and  Craig 
Bogard,  at  177,  were  fourth  in  their  divisions. 

Although  the  Cougars  finished  fifth,  Fuller  felt 
the  squad  could ‘have  done  better.  “There  were 
lots  of  teams  from  the  WAC  there.  We  hope  to  be 
better  prepared  for  them  when  we  get  to  the 
tournament,”  he  said  in  reference  to  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  championship  competition 
in  March.

Utah  citizens 
may  pay  5-cent 
tax  on  soda  pop 

Utah  citizens  may  have  to  start  paying  a  5-cent 
tax  on  each  gallon  of  soda  they  buy  to  help  the  state 
finance  a  reduction  in  public  school  class  size. 

Utah  Rep.  Rob  W.  Bishop,  R-Brigham  City,  has 
introduced  the  CLASS  Size  Reduction  Program 
bill  to  the  Legislature. 

The  tax  will  add  5  cents  to  every  gallon  of  soft 
drink  and  soft  drink  syrup.  The  tax  will  be  added  at 
a  wholesale  level,  and  the  money  will  be  used  by  the 
state  to  pay  for  class  size  reductions  from  kinder¬ 
garten  to  the  third  grade. 

One  problem  facing  the  legislature  is  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  how  to  define  soft  drink.  A  spokesman  for 
the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  termed  any¬ 
thing  that  is  not  a  dairy  product  or  having  less  than 
10  percent  natural  fruit  juices  as  a  soft  drink.

So  reads,  in  part,  the  proposal  unanimously  approved  by  the 
ASBYU  Evaluation  Committee  for  submission  to  the  dean  of  student 
life.

proposal  goes  on  to  outline  a 
promising  plan  for  re¬ 
organizing  ASBYU  to  better 
serve  those  values. 

The  kicker,  however,  comes 
at  the  very  end:  “  .  .  .'in  light  of 
the  pressing  time  constraints 
•tvith  the  prospective  elections  and  the  likelihood  of  this  issue  becoming 
4  political  issue  not  evaluated  on  its  merits,  the  committee  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  proposal  be  adopted  by  the  University,  and  that 
ASBYU  be  re-chartered.” 

:  ASBYU  has  long  been  in  need  of  remedies  for  student  apathy  and 
Cynicism.  The  request,  however,  that  the  administration  impose  those 
remedies  rather  than  have  the  students  ratify  them  further  under¬ 
mines  the  sometimes  shaky  credibility  of  ASBYU- 

The  fact,  that  the  review  of  student  government  was  initiated  by  the 
administration  suggested  from  the  beginning  that  the  they  might 
make  the  final  decisions  regarding  change.  Indeed,  as  the  institution 
jfhat  charters  and  partially  funds  ASBYU,  it  has  the  authority  to 
impose  any  change  it  desires. 

;  Regardless  of  that  authority  and  the  committee’s  recommendation, . 
it  should  be  hoped  the  administration  will  realize  that  any  new  form 
imposed  without  the  approval  of  the  student  body  will  only  serve  to 
deepen  student  apathy  and  reinforce  perceptions  that  student ’govern¬ 
ment  at-  B YU  somewhat  less  than  meaningful. 

,  While  administration  representatives  might  have  been  expected  to 
favor  change  mandated  from  on  high,  it  is  sad  to  note  that  the  students 
and  student  body  officers  on  the  committee  also  turned  down  the 
referendum  option. 

Those  officers  should  consider  themselves  to  be  bound  by  the 
ASBYU  constitution,  which  requires  extensive  publication,  an  open 
forum  for  discussion,  and  a  student  referendum  before  any  constitu¬ 
tional  change  is  made. 

Reluctance  to  utilize  the  means  of  change  built  into  the  system  — 
either  because  of  the  effort  required  or  the  heated  debate  that  might 
result  —  is  not  becoming  in  an  elected  official. 

\  The  possibility  of  candidates  exploiting  the  debate  for  publicity 
purposes  is  not  a  serious  enough  concern, to  preclude, a  referendum, 

"  In  fact,  effective  use  of  the  constitutional  provisions  should  over¬ 
come  problems  commttee  members  have  cited  in  opting  for  re- 
ychartering.  Those  problems  include  an  apathetic  and  un-informed 
student  body,  and  the  fact  that  the  student  senate  idea  has  been  voted 
down  in  the  past. 

I  If  the  committee  members  believe  in  the  proposed  reforms,  let  them 
use  the  forum  of  a  referendum  to  lobby  for  their  passage. 

Ironically,  the  actual  changes  proposed  are  in  one  of  the  most  well- 
considered  forms  to  be  presented  in  a  long  time.  If  the  student  officers 
and  administration  members  on  the  committee  do  not  feel  they  can 
persuade  the  student  body  to  accept  their  best  ideas,  they  have  no 
[business  imposing  those  ideas  by  methods  that,  circumvent  student 
approval. 

Saying  that  students  should  participate  in  “determining  the  nature 
of  their  educational  experience”  and  then  making  a  recommendation  to 
the  contrary  defeats  both  the  purpose  of  reform  and  the  purpose  of 
“student”  government  itself.

Y  educational  purpose  and  values 
are  reflected  in  ASBYU  proposal 


The  recent  proposal  of  the  ASBYU 
Review  Committee,  which  suggested 
that  student  government  should  be 
restructured  by  creating  three  stu¬ 
dent  entities  responsible  for  service,  . 
representation,  and  programming,- 
has  been  met  with  concern  and  confu¬ 
sion.  Of  particular  concern  has  been 
the  committee’s  recommendation 
that  the  university  lead  the  restruc¬ 
turing,  rather  than  implementing  it 
through  student  referendum.  The 
confusion  regarding  this  issue  might 
be  dispelled  by  a  clarification  of  the 
nature  of  the  relationship  between 
student  government  and  the  uni¬ 
versity. 

B  YU  is  a  private  university,  'which, 
like  other  schools  of  higher  learning, 
is  an  educational  rather  than  a  demo¬ 
cratic  institution.  The  purpose  of  this 
educational  institution  has  been  de¬ 
scribed  by  President  Jeffrey  R.  Hol¬ 
land  as,  “the  balanced  development  of 
the  total  individual.”  All  of  this  in¬ 
stitution’s  activities  are.  judged 
against  criteria  which  reflect  that 
purpose. 


ASBYU  is  supported  both  directly 
and  indirectly  by  the  institution,  of 
which  it  is  an  integral  part.  The  pre¬ 
sent  ASBYU  system  was  designed  to 
complement  the  classroom  education 
1  of  students  with  functions  focusing  on 
social  interaction;  leadership  de¬ 
velopment;  extra-curricular 
academic,  cultural,  athletic,  and  so¬ 
cial  programming;  service,  invol¬ 
vement;  and  student  representation. 
The  latter  function  was  intended  to 
educate  students  in  democratic  pro¬ 
cesses,  to  foster  leadership  develop¬ 
ment,  and  to  provide  student  input 
for  the  university. 

The  present  system  has  not  been 
wholly  successful  in  accomplishing  all 
of  these  functions  in  ways  which  are 
congruent  with  the  purposes  of  the 
university.  These  failures  have  large¬ 
ly  been  independent'  of  the  partici¬ 
pants,  suggesting  a  need  for  a  syste¬ 
mic  change,  rather  than  a  personnel 
change.  The  ASBYU  Review  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  consisted  of  four  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  year's  ASBYU  Executive? 
Council,  two  at-large  students,  and 


three  administrators,  was  impaneled 
to  examine  the  functions  and  values 
which  a  system  of  student  govern¬ 
ment  at  BYU  should  encompass.  Af¬ 
ter  identifying  the  necessary  func¬ 
tions  and  values,  and  translating 
them  into  goals,  the  committee  was 
asked  to  suggest' possible  structural 
alternatives  for  effectively  accom¬ 
plishing  those  goals.  In  order  to  keep 
the  University  informed  at  every  step 
of  the  review  process,  a  media  repre¬ 
sentative  was  invited  to  attend  each 
meeting  of  the  committee.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  proposal  was  made  public 
prior  to  any  administrative  response 
to  allow  all  interested  parties  to  voice 
their  concerns  before  a  decision  is 
reached. 

The  proposal  submitted  by  the  Re¬ 
view  Committee  is  just  that,  a  prop¬ 
osal.  N d  decision  has  yet  been  made  to 
restructure  ASBYU,  or  if  so,  how  or 
when.  The  university  is  not  unaware 
of  the  rapidly  approaching  student 
elections,  and  is  anxious  to  explore 
alternatives  for .  implementing 
changes  which  will  minimize  arty 


negative  impacts  on  prospective 
candidates.  When  the  proposal  and 
any  additional  input  has  been  thor¬ 
oughly  reviewed,  the  university  will 
make  a  decision  based  on  criteria 
which  reflect  the  school’s  educational 
purposes  and  values.  In  this  regard, 
the  earlier  distinction  between  educa¬ 
tional' and  democratic  systems  may 
not  be  the  same,  but  that  simply  re¬ 
flects  the  fact  that  the  systems  them¬ 
selves  are  fundamentally  dissimilar. 

The  university  is  anxious  to  receive 
any  comments  which  bear  on  the 
issues  presented  by  a  structural 
change  of  ASBYU.  To  be  of  greatest 
utility,  such  comments  should  reflect 
understanding  of  the  relationship  be-  ' 
tween  ASBYU  and  the  educational 
purposes  of  the  university,  and 
should  focus  on  the  educational  rami¬ 
fications  of  the  alternatives.  All  such 
input  will  be  considered  in  reaching  a 
final  determination  on  any  changes  to 
the  present  system.

Rechartering  ASBYU  constitution: 
student  referendum  should  decide 


After  almost  four  months  of  consideration  and 
review,  the  ASBYU  Review  Committee  proposed 
a  very  positive  change  to  be  implemented  ih  a  very 
negative  manner.  The  system  of  student  govern¬ 
ment  which  the  committee  proposed  last  week 
would  reduce  the  extent  and  intensity  of  student 
elections,  assure  the  competency  of  student  offic¬ 
ers,  separate  legislative  and  executive  responsibili¬ 
ties  in  student  government  and,  above  all,  allow 
greater  student  involvement.  There  are  changes 
which  I  believe  should  be  made.  But  I  do  not  believe 
that  a  “student”  government  should  be  developed 
and  implemented  by  a  small  committee  of  advisers 
and  students  without  the  general  approval  of  the 
student  body. 

The  question  is,  “does  the  end  justify  the 
means?”  The  answer  for  me  is  a  resounding  “NO!” 
Although  ASBYU  government  would  be  improved 
with  this  new  organization,  a  system  which  touts  as 
its  main  advantage  greater  student  involvement 
contradicts  its  very  purpose  when  it  is  put  into 
effect  with  very  limited  student  participation  and 
little  verifiable  student  support.  One  of  my 
strongest  values  as  a  current  officer  in  student 
government  is  that  students  are  adult  individuals 


capable  of  responsibility  for  themselves  and  that 
when  united  by  common  interests  they  can  accom¬ 
plish  much  to  advance  and  benefit  themselves  as  a 
group.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  these  adult  individuals 
who  are  students,  are  not  allowed  to  decide  for , 
themselves  how  they  will  organize  themselves  for 
the  common  good,  then  they  are,  if  I  may  take  it  to 
an  extreme,  little  brothers  in  a  social  environment 
heavily  influenced  by  “Big  Brother.” 

I  do  not  question  the  purity  of  motivation  or 
purpose  of  the  Student  Life  administration  or  the 
members  of  the  ASBYU  Review  Committee. 
ASBYU  is  frequently  criticized  heavy-handedly  by 
students  and  often  viewed  skeptically  by  faculty 
'members  and  administrators.  Change  is  needed. 

In  recommending  that  ASBYU  be  reorganized 
by  a  re-chartering  from,  the  university  rather  than 
by  student  referendum,  the  committee  members 
felt  they  were  working  in  the  interest  of  students. 
At  this  time  of  year  ,  with  regular  student  elections 
coming  Soon,  the  issue  of  a  major  constitutional 
change  could  become  so  politicized  that  few  stu¬ 
dents  would  receive  an  accurate  and  objective 
understanding  of  the  proposed  change. 

The  change  could  be  implemented  more  quickly  if 


approval  were  only  necessary  from  one  party.  Af¬ 
ter  all,  student  government  exists  only  because  the 
university  allows  it  a  charter. 

I  agree  that  any  system  of  student  government 
at  BYU  should  be  developed  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  those  persons  responsible  for  maintaining 
a  high  quality  learning  environment  here.  But  the 
student  body  cannot  be  left  out.  We  must  not  allow 
the  studehts  to  be  even  remotely  removed  from  our 
“student  government.”  The  issue  of  a  new  consitu- 
tion  which  provides  a  better  organization  in  student 
government  should  be  decided  by  a  student  vote. 

Our  present  student  constitution,  which  was  also 
approved  by  Student  Life  when  it  was  developed,  ' 
requires  that  two-thirds  of  the  voters  in  an  election 
involving  at  least  10  percent  of  the  student  body 
support  an  amendment  before  the  amendment  can 
become  valid.  When  I  took  office,  I,  by  oath,  agreed 
to  support  the  constitution  of  ASBYU.  I  have 
neither  the  inclination  nor  the  ability  to  do  other¬ 
wise  now.  If  the  system  of  student  government  at 
BYU  is  to  change,  then  the  students  need  to  vote  in 
support  of  that  change.  A  general  election  is  the 
only  justifiable  means  to  the  end.
